Bred by a Sumner County Preach- 
er, Oscar Was the Champion 
of His Day.. 



Bay oolt Osoar, foaled In the nprinc of 1814, bred 
by Rev. Hubbard Saunders of Sumner County, Ten- 
nessee, stMHi without a rival on tiie Tennessee 
turf in his day. 

He never paid a forfeit or lost a heat; nor did 
lie ever meet a i-omjietitor able to put iiim to liis 
top speed. 

His pedlitree is not only pnre, but rieh and 
elioiee. 

He was sired by Wilkes’ Wonder, dam Roaey 
Claek. by Saltram; Camilla, by Symmes’ Wildair, 
the. best son of Fearnounht; Minerva, by Obseurity; 
Diana, by Cloilius; Sully Painter, b.v Sterling; Silver, 
by Relsiae Arabian; by Croft’s Partner; sister to 
Roxana, by Bald Galloway; by Aka^ter Turk; by 
I>>eds Arabian; by Spanker. 

This pedigree, in the language of my late friend, 
Rev. Hardy M. Cryer, “is pure as the ioicle which 
hung at the %iorth c-orner of Diana’s temple.’’ 

Oscar was a dark bay of uniform color with 
4llack points, full fifteen hands three inches high, 
owned and run by that hightoned gentleman. Dr. 
Roger B. Sapplngton of Nashville. He was a horse 
of commanding presence, {lossessing great power, 
especially in the shoulders and chest, in which he 
resembled the lion; high, obliqne withers; short 
hack; prominent hips; hindquarters rather light 
when contraste<l with his shoulders and chest; stifles 
iind iiocks excellent, and limbs superior; hind feet 
well under him, witli a head, eye and windpipe 
which could not be sur|)assed. He reminded me of 
Vncle Berry’s answer to my question about the 
iiead. limbs and action of Ball’s Floriael. He said: 
“His liead was all mouth and nostrils, and he could 
stand with all his feet in a wash tub.’’ 

OSCAR’S TICTORIES AS A THREE-TEAR-OLD. 

Oscar, with the greatest ease, won his first race, 
a sweepstakes, in October, 1817, over the Nashville 
course, two-mile heats, $100 entram-e, beating JTames 
Jackson’s McShane (by Eagle — Virginia, by Dare 
Devil! and Dr. Butler’s splendid filly by Pacolet. 
Tile next day he walked over tlie course for the 
CIiili Purse. 

In Ma.v. 1818, lie won. over the .same course, a 
Jocke,v Club purse, four-mile lieats, beating with 
ease Gen. Jackson's Gun Boat, by Pacolet. Gun 
Boat was withdrawn after the first heat. 

Ill October. 1818, over tlie same <*ourse, he won 
tlie Jockey Club Purse, four- mile heats, beating 
witli ease at two lieats Mr. Morton’s horse by 
Potomac and Col. Elliott's (I’ncle Berry’s) horse 
by Whip. The Whip colt belonged to Uncle Berry; 
his history is as follows: 

Uncle Berry volunteered in Capt. John W. Byrrns’ 
light horse 1 -ompan.v early in the Creek War and 
served out his term under Gen. Jackson, for which 
lie now is. and has been for about twelve months, 
in the re<-eipt of a |>ension of $90 per annum, payable 
quarterly. He commenced to receive this pension 
under the late act of Congress in the ninety-fiftli 
year of his age. He said to me the other day: “I 
am sorr.v llie government don’t pay it all at once, 
for iweiity-foiir dollars won’t buy anything, and it 
is always gom* before the next payment arrives.’’ 

When Ills term of servl<-e expired he was about 
to re-voluuteer, 'but Col. Elliott, who was then in 
coiiiiiiand of u regiment in tlie army |tersuad<Hi liim 
to ri'tiiru liorae and look after the women and chil- 
dren and blood-stock, wliich he reluctantly con- 
SiMited to do. 

“MOHKET’’ SIXOH A FINE RIDER. 

.Vfter spending some time in Tennessee he visited 
n friend. Col. Faulkner of Garrard County, Ken- 
tucky. who invited him to examine a band of two- 
' year-old colts, some of which he contemplated en- 
tering in a swee|>stake to come off the ensuing 
fall. 

On returning to the house Mrs. Faulkner inquired 
of Uncle Berry what lie thought of lier colt, to 
which he replied: “I consider him, madam, the 

best of the band,’’ at which she was much grati- 
fied and liegged tliat lie would enter, train and 
run the colt in tlie stake, to which he consented 
and won the race with ease. 

He purchaseil tiiis colt of Mrs. Faulkner, brought 
him to Tennessee, wliere he won several races, and 
was entered by Col. Elliott in the four-mile race 
against Oscar, as above stated. 

It was about the time of Oscar’s appearance on 
the turf that the first Jockey Club was established 
at Nasliville by the most distinguished men of 
Tennessee, among them Gen. Jackson, Col. Ed 
Ward. Gen. Carroll, James Jackson, Dr. Sapplngton, 
Dr. Shreby, Dr. McNairy, Dr. Butler, William Wil- 
liams, Colonel Elliott. Newton Cannon and other 
leading citisens of the state.

The Sanford Memorial Stakes, named in honor of the late General Stephen Sanford, who 
was for many years prominent in Saratoga raemg, is the stake race for today at Saratoga. It 
is a dash of three-quarters of a mile, fur two-year-olds,^ for the guaranteed value of $5,000, 
and has always been won by a good one. Its first winner, Little Nephew, was neariy as good 
as Old Rosebud when a two-year-old, while its second winner. Regret, was Broomstick’s best 
daughter and a superb racer, much* beloved by patrons of racing east and west. The next year 
it was carried off by Bulse, and then followed CampHre, the champion two-year-old of 1916; 
Papp, a grand two-year-old, but comparatively a racing failure afterward, took up 130 pounds 
and carried off its honors in 1917, and last year’s star, Billy Kelly, won with the same weight 
up last August. . It is a noticeable feature of this race that with the exception of Little 
Nephew it has always fallen prey to a heavily weighted candidate. It has always been a popu- 
lar race with owners and the public and has 127 nominations this year, the unbeaten Man o’ 
War included-. The record of its running is:

MAN 0’ WAR AND GOLDEN BROOM NEW SYNDICATE AFTER HAVANA TRACK 

The Fair te Heetf in the_Saaf«r6 Hemarial Today— Romora Heard ^ That E ffect , but 

^ Expert Opinieaa Differ. Known as Tet— Lateat Turf Geasip. 



Golden Broom’s runaway race in the Saratoga 
Special Saturday has not convinced many of the 
leading trainers and turfmen that he is in the class 
of Samuel D. Riddle’s M.in o’ War among two- 
year-olds. and the latter will almost certainly go 
to the post a pronoiinceil favorite for the Sanford 
Memorial, to be run today. Both colts are cardeil to 
start, and most of tliese turfmen who bet against the 
siieedy cliestnut colt Saturday will do so again. One 
who lias successfully wagered millions on racing 
in .tm'erica and England voiced hia opinion «by 
saying: 

“Mark my word, the colt is either chicken- 
heartiKl or something is hurting him. They don’t 
run out as he did in his first race without cause. 
Saturday he got off in front and was never chal- 
lenged. but Wait iintii a good one takes him by the 
head and see what he will do.’’ 

Still, so keen a Judge of horses as R. F. Car- 
man does not share this view. “That colt is a run- 
nin’ fool iiimI noliody knows yet whether anybod.v’s 
two-yoar-old can beat him.’’ he said. Mr. Carman 
was one of the few who backed Goklen Broom to 
win the big sporting sweeiistakcs. 

Rivalry between Man o’ War and the new aspirant 
for tlie juvenile championship was pretty strong’ 
in the big wliite colonial summer home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Riddle at the corner of Union and Nelson 
avenues after the race. Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords, 
wlio owns Golden Broom, Mrs. Riddle’s niece, and 
Mr. Riddle wert* so divided as to the relative 
merits of the two colts that a match race, not for 
a imir of gloves or a box of chocolates either, was 
almost niad«‘ over tlie dinner tables. As botli young 
tlioroiighbreds are in the $30,000 Hopeful Stakes, as 
well us the Grand T'liion, tliey will liave a chance 
to settle tlie question of supremacy \vitlioiit a spe- 
cial trial of Sliced. 



GRANT HUGH BROWNE BOBS UP AGAIN 

BUFFAIiO. X. Y„ August 12.— Grant Hugh 
Browne, tlie imiiossilde, lias turned up again, this 
time ill connection with Colonel Ixniglilin of Wel- 
land, Out., who is ricli enough to swing Browne’s 
sclienie if he goes into it. Tliey announce tliat they 
will build a race track to cost a heap of money at 
I --1 Salle, N. Y., on the^Niagara boulevard, to open 
Septemlier 15 and operate it under tlie oral system 
of betting. The projectors falsely claim tliat they 
already liave the sanction of the Jockey Club, which 
is not true. The Jockey Club is not the sort of an 
organisation to sanction or indorse any racing ven- 
ture in which Grant Hugh Browne is interested. 
Tlie site of the proposed race track is not the same, 
tlioiigii in tlie same vicinity, as that on wliicli the 
etjiially impossible J. Berger reared an imaginary 
rai-e track some two years ago. 



CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF 

Tlie Toronto Hunts Club of Toronto entertained 
aalarge crowd of thoroughbred admirers last Satur- 
day with a. diversified program of racing. Major 
Joseph Kilgour, Francis Nelson and Col. D. K. 
Bmitli were the judges and Joseph Doane the haudi- 
capper and starter. 

The eiglit yearlings that B. G. Bedwell has at 
Raratoga owned by Commander J. K. Li. Ross have 
almost i-ompleted their preliminary racing lessons and 
are going under tlie saddle. Their advancement at this 
stage will sisni cause the trainer to send them on 
to Maryland to join the seven juveniles he has 
there. The nine that are at Montreal will be kept 
there and be brok- i next fall.

SARATOtfA SPRINGS, N. _Y., August 12.— Chat- 
ter on Broadway last night and in the hot«l lobbies 
intimate there is another syndicate being formed to 
buy the Havana track. Nothing definite could be 
learned about it. the talk being merely hearsay. 
It was said H. D. Brow-n would be here shortly, 
when mure definite news can be gathered. 

So far tlie Kentucky owners have not yet gathered 
much in the purse and stake line here, but one can 
see Kentucky horses looming up into prominence 
as if approaching a race and it wijl not be at all 
surprising to see some of tliem much more in evi- 
dence during the last two weeks of the meeting. 

One of the latest arrivals from New York is Dick 
Wooils, a club member of many years’ standing. 
“Just a few days for me,’’ said. Mr. Woods, “unless 
my speculating friends treat me kindl.v.” 

“I don’t expect to win many races around here 
with m,v new purchase, Mahony,’’ said H. Nen- 
steter, “but it looks is if 1 might win one or two 
in Kentucky next, fall.’’ 

Geo. Kennedy, a relative of Edward Soule, ar- 
rived here yesterday to stay the remainder of the 
seaimn. Mr. Kennedy is a close student of form and 
a successful turf follower. 

Dick Monahan, who is an all-around sportsman 
from San Francisco, having filled the iiositions* of 
baseball umpire and referee in boxing contests, 
is here. He claims that Saratoga is the most 
beautiful racing center in the world, and he has 
been in practically every country where racing is 
lield. 

“Horses .for courses’’ is a well-known adage in 
racing. It was borne out in the opening race today, 
according to some of the best known experts and 
observers, in the case of Adele. “She will not run 
a good race wlien the track is quite hard,’’ said 
Mr. Soiile^ His prediction came true, for she ran 
about three-eighths and then dropped into the ruck 
quickly. 

Max Hirscli yesterday sold the two-year-old filly 
Constancy to Commander J. K. L. Ross, and she 
will carry his colors in tlie Spinaway, to be run 
next Saturday. Prior to the sale Mr. Hirsch worked 
her between the races and slie covered three-quarters 
of a mile in 1:11%. which was an exceedingly fast 
trial, considering she had about 110 iiounds in tlie 
saddle. The price paid was not mad» public. 



FINE PROSPECTS FOR KENTUCKY RACING 

SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y., August 12.— Matt 
J. Winn, general manager of the Kentucky Jockey 
Club, was an arrival during tlie afternoon and will 
remain for the rest of the meeting. He is en- 
tliiisiastic over tlie bright prosiiects for Kentucky 
fall racing and predicts that it. will be of record 
|iro|N>rtion. Stake entries and applications for stable 
riMim by easterners have exceeded expe<-tations. 
“We will be able to acconimmlate all comers.’’ said 
Mr. Winn when queried with reference that there 
might be a shortage of stall spa<-e. “If necessary, 
we will build additions to tlie already niimeisius 
stabling accommodations we have at all Kentucky 
tracks.’’ Mr. Winn said tliat the many char.ge» are 
being made at Lutonia and the impnivements will in- 
clude the moving of the secretary’s office ninety 
feet toward tlie paddock, wliicli will give additional 
spate and be usetl for casliier booths. The removal 
of several obstacles and other imiirovements that 
have been made on tlie lawn will relieve congestion 
in general and enable s|>ectators on the ground an 
unobstructed view of tlie racing. Whik- the entries 
to the valuable Kentucky fixtures do nut close until 
Anawt 20, Mr. Winn already Ana gathered a big 
Uat. ■ 



Owner B. Parr Wins Two Races 
with Bnghonse and Blazes— 
Huttontrope Badly Beaten.

SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y., August 12.— "nie 
Kentucky Stakes, one of the minor fixtures liere, 
for fillies, at five and a half furlongs, and having 
a net value of $1.9.‘i0 to the winner, was regardeil 
as the best offering o,n tmlay’s program and fur- 
nished a victory for His Choice, carrying the colors 
of J. K. L. Ross. Axurita landed in secoiul place 
and La Rablee headed the others in third- place. 
The race had a sel|ii)g. clAu$e, .aad,Uie winner, in 
to be sold for ^,500, was advanced $1,300 by 
Sam I.ioui8 and was oetained with an additional 
hid of $5. The winner was lucky to earn the vic- 
tory, for Azurita . mu as if much the best. She 
was rid<Ien by the inexperienced Rlchcreek, and 
tlie start found her totally unprepared, resulting 
in her being away poorly. She closed what seemed 
an impossible distance, and at the end was run- 
ning fast and gamely, but His Choice, which had 
been practically the leader from the start, held 
well *•- her Aank-.aaR'-faneed - the .'flttlsli aereial 
lengths in front of the t^ban -owned filly. Jockey 
Mnsgrave, who had the mount on Titania, was un- 
seated when she struck the fence as a result of 
becoming involved in a mixup following Luke’s 
Pet being shut off by Betty J., on which Troxler 
had the mount. Musgrave escaped injury and Trox- 
ler was suspended for'five days by the stewanls 
for rouiRi riding. 

The colors of Ral Parr, which have been con- 
stantly conspicuous during this meeting, were miicli 
in evidents*, and representatives from his establish- 
ment carried off a doiihla when Bughouse took tlie 
steeplechase and Blazes scampered Imme in ad- 
vance in the final dash. Both were favorites in the 
races they won. 

BUGHOVSiE A GOOD JITXPER. 

Bughouse showed himself to be a right goml sort 
of a jumper, for he stayed close to the speeil.v 
Bachelor’s Bliss, and when the latter began tiring 
Bughouse dashed into the lead aud won away off. 
Bachelor’s Bliss showed the most spee«l during 
the early part of the race and took Ills linlges 
in fine style, but the second round of the course 
found him tiring fast. Toppy Nix, whieli tried 
to maintain pace with the leader, came to giWf 
at the third jump, a repetition of his last start, 
when he fell over the same hedge in his, effort to 
keep close to Bachelor’s Bliss. 

8. C. Hildreth’s colors continue unsuccessful and 
his Arrali Go On again offended wlien he easily 
succumbed to Ballymooney in the cqiening race. The 
Hildreth starter was an overwhelming favorite and 
led until rounding into the stretcli, ' but when chal- 
lenged lie relinquished command with no apparent 
desire to dispute supremacy witi) tlie winner. Sam 
Reli overhauled the otliers for third place. 

Q'leen of the Sea liad the call in the third race, 
whi^h brought together an ordinary band of platers, 
and Sclinttinger, who had the mount on her in lieu 
of Sande. who was suspended yesterday by the 
starter for five days, riislieil her into the lead 
at once and showed tlie others tlie way until in the 
last sixteenth, wlier<‘ Ensor, signalizing his return 
to tlie saddle after a five da.vs’ suspension, brought 
up ' Benevtilent with a rush and won by a scant 
length. 

Hiittontroiie was tlie next offending favorite to 
fail. He showed plenty of early siieed. but when 
straiglitcned away for the long stretcli sprint he 
was found wanting and War Rocket drew out to win 
easily from Ulean Gone, with Caiiiet Sweeper in 
tliini place. 

BLAZES RUNS FAST RACE. 

Blazes’ victory was accomplished in easy style. 
Robiii.son got liim away fast at tlie start and taking 
the lead in the first eighth he only cantered in 
front for the remainder of the way. His time 
of 1:(K»% ei|ualed.the best of the present meeting, 
made by his stablemate. Smart Guy. 

After a lapse of almost five years, due to a sus- 
pension incurretl on Frederick L. at Laurel, Md., 
jockey Phil Musgrave, who again donned silks yes- 
terday following his restoration te favor by the 
Jockey flub, made a re-entry to the ranks of 
winning riders by piloting his contract employer’s 
Ballymooney to victory in the opening race. The 
rider, wlio in the past ranked with the best in the 
countrv aud had scored in numerous big races, was 
sincerely touched by the ovation he received on his 
return to tlie scales. 5«'ot alone was the demonstra- 
tion confined to the spectators in the stand, for the 
many other riders assembled in tlie jockeys’ quarters 
greeted Musgrave boistertnisly and noisily on his 
return in their midst. “Guess the okl man still 
has it in him,” replied Musgrave to Loftiis ami 
Knapp’s bantering, “and I am glad that my fear 
that 1 would need an apprentice allowance to co|m*

Berr.v Dr. Supi)lngton employed “Monkey” Simon 
to ride for him, and yivhen the race just above men- 
tioned came off Simon rode Oscar akainst Whip, 
the latter owned and run by his old friends and 
favorites. Col. Elliott and UiK-le Berry. Some un- 
easiness was manifested by the friends of Oscar, 
which was'high ktrung 'and difficult to control, lest 
Simon should suffer him to exhaust himself early, 
and thereby lose the rjice. Tlds suspicion was 
altogether groundless, fur Simon always rode to 
win, if possible; if lie Iiad a weakness it was in 
being too eager for success in a chaie contest. 

JOCKEY BUON AKD HIS SHARP 'WIT. 

At the tap of the drum Oscar W’ent off undi'r a 
tremendous head of steam, and in spite of all 
Simon’s exertions to restrain him was soon fifty or 
sixty yards, ahead, which served to increase the 
doubts' of Simon's fidelity. 

Dr. SlieU>,T dashed Jieross the field uml ordered 
Simon in a most |KTeniptor.v tone to liuld liis horse, 
to W’hirh Simon replied in liis eharaeteristie style, 
“i’mj d — d f<s»l; don’t you see his mouth is wide 
o|ien.’’ 

And Simon would have made llie same reply to 
Gen. Jackson under the circiinistaiices. The general 
said to ■ Simon on one ms-jisioii Just liefore the 
horses started in an important n»ee. “XoW. Sintoii. 
wlH>n my hors<- eonies up and is alHiiit to pass you. 
don't s|dt yiair tol»a«ss> juice in Ids eyes and in the 
eyes of his rider, as ' yob (aanetinies do.” To which 
Simon replied, “Well, gineral, I've ffslc a goisl deal 
agin your liona-s, liiit none were ever near enough to 
catch my spit!” 

On anotlicr occasion, after Maria had beaten the 
general’s favorile. Paesdet, and when no fritmd dare<i 
to take a lilerty with him, Simon, meeting him 
in a large crowd, said: “ijlincral, you were always 
ugly, but now you’re a show. I cunld make a for- 
tune by showing you us you now look, if I liad you 
in a cage .wlx're you could not hurt the. iieople who 
came to look at you.” 

Many years ago I was riding on horscliack wi)h 
Col. Elliott to the Xashville races, ami when we 
rt*achcd a iioint alsnit one mile from the ferry at 
Xasliville on tlie Gallatin road, he observed: 

"Here is the place where negroes were annually 
liirvd in old times and win-re I liave often hired 
Simon. w1h>, on account of his deformity and dis- 
sipated habits, usually cost me from twelve to' 
■fifteeu dollars |K>r uniiiim. 

THE WAGES OF EIDERS IN 1817. 

“On one occasion Col. Robert C. Foster, guanlian 
of the minor children to whom Simon belonged, con- 
<-eiviug it to lie his diit.v, bid :igain.->t me and ran 
Simon u|> to thirty dollars — tlie then price of a 
g<KMl field hand. 

“1 coiicliided to drop Simon on the, colonel’s 
lianils and take tlie cliaiice of hiring liim privatoly. 
Siiiinn watelied the Idddiiig with the dee|»est in- 
terest, as lie was most anxious to remtiin iu tlie 
stable and enjoy the fame and emoluments of riding 
Hayiiie’s Maria and otlier distiiigiiislied winiiers.

The witlicism of 
Simon created much mirth, amidst which Coloucl 
Elliott got him at the next bid.

QUEBEC RACING HANGS FIRE 

MOXTUE.VL, Que., August 12. — Unable to put 
any of the three plants — Delorimier Park, Mount 
Royal or King Edward Park — in condition for rac- 
ing by Saturday, August 16, .the proiiosed resump- 
tion of racing in the Province of Quebec lias been 
iwstponed for two weeks. This decision was reached 
at a meeting of the owners of the track held yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The plants liiive not been u«ed since July 31, 1917, 
when the order-in-eounell was passed prohibiting 
betting on rai-es in Canada, and in that time they 
have become in sueii a state that they required more 
repairs tlian was thought necessary. 

Another obstacle was the securing of mutiiel ma- 
chines for the oiiening on Saturday. The manage- 
ment of the track did not want to break faith with 
the horsemen and 'run the meeriug under any other' 
style of betting than that familiar to patrons of the 
turf in Cauudu. A few owners are now stabled at 
Mount Royal and will likeQ' wait over fot the 
iqieiiiiig, wliile word has been sent to other apiili- 
cuuts for stabling not to ship until later.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, X. Y., August 12.— Mem- 
bers of the Thoroughbred liorse Association met Siit- 
unlay niglit nt the United States Hotel. No par- 
ticular significance attached to the gathering of 
horsemen. It was pursuant to a resolution intm- 
dneed at the annual spring meeting held in l>>x- 
ington, aiitliorisliig a sort of get-together eoii- 
ferenee, with a view for open discussion of mat- 
ters pertaining to the welfare of the turf and a 
general excliange of ideas. 

The minutes of the directors’ meeting of July 7 
were read to the horsemen, and it was shown tliat 
a pro|Hsqil to the Thoroughbred Horse AssiM-iaiioti 
to acquire an option on the Devonshire track, near 
Windsor, Ont., was disapproved. A proisisal that 
the Tlioroiighbred Horse Association indorse tlie 
building of a second track in Havana also met with 
similar disapproval. 

Much has lieen ' said recently about the Di'von- 
shire track having been secured by tlie Thorough- 
bred Horse Assueiution, but in a statement made Iiy 
Bradley Wilson at tonight’s meeting be annuuneeil 
holding an option of severity-five per cent of tlic 
Devonsliire track stock. 

Horsemen wlio raced at Tliorncliffe and were ex- 
pelled from the Tlioroiiglibred Horse Association fur 
participation in the meeting were restored to good 
standing and can rejoin the Tlioroughbred Horse 
Association in the regular way. 

Tliere was a good attendance at the meeting, in- 
cluding seven directors, president Major C. Mc- 
Dowell and secretary T. B. Cromwell. Xotbing 
weighty developed in the informal discussions, ex- 
cept the taking over of tlie Havre de Grace track, 
and ambitious plans for that course, which were, 
made known by K. F. Sims, who, together with 
Thomas C. McDowell and • Ricliard Reid Rogers, 
is the voting trustee for the majority stockholders, 
were attentively listened to. 

Dnring his discourse Mr. Sims said that control 
of the Havre de Grace track was pureliased by 
members of the Thoroughbred Horse Association 
with the sole' idea of instituting a better racing 
atmosphere and to put the sport on a higher plane. 

ROADS AND INSTITUTIONS TO BENEFIT. 

Aside from adequate stakes and purses that would 
be offered to horsemen, it was the intention of tlic 
new controllers to divert much of the earnings to 
good roads and nublic institutions that de|M‘nd mainly' 
on outside assistance. In this way it would create 
an interest from persons who look down on rueiiig, 
but. because of the laws governing the distribiitiuu 
of funds of incorporated companies, this feature will 
have to be abandoned for the present. “We can, 
however, put the earnings back into stakes, inirses 
and improvements that will make for the comfort 
of the patrons,” he said. 

In line with the policy of increased prist's It was 
announced that while no stakes wl’.l lie featured 
next fall horsemen will not fare hiidly who will 
strive for purses at the track, as it is tlie intention 
to give away $9,000 daily and $15,000 each iiaturduy. ' 
No purse will he of less than $1,000 value and 
tliere will be five daily for this amount and two 
races dail.v of $2,000 value. On Satiirilnys there 
will be five races with the minimum $1,000 purse 
value and two races each of $.5,000 ♦alue. Horse- 
men were invited to subserlbe to the sto<-k, and 
tlie request met with ready resiionse from many of 
those present. “It matters none liow little of the 
sto<'k you subscribe for," said Major MeDoweH, 
wlio reiiupsted stock suliscriptions, “for the control is 
vesteil in powerful financial interests. But it is 
the moral supiiort of every horseman that we de- 
sire.” It is intended that every subscriber receive 
an a(le<|uate rctnrn on iiLs stock investment, hut 
the yield will not exceed ten tier cent. 

Members of tlie Tliorouglibn-d Horse .\ssoe1ation 
liave one thousand twenty-six and one-half shares 
of u toliil of two thousand sliares of stock in the 
Havr*’ de Grace track. Tlie stm-k is valued at $2.50 
a sliare.

RICH MUSSEL FISHING BY PICKANINNIES 



ST. liOUIS, Mo., August 12. — Pickaninnies solved 
a liig problem for John I. Winston, pearl king of 
the Ozarks, and made It possible for him to pick 
$12,000 from the bottom of White River ((tiring the 
liearl fishing seaslin of 191S. 

Heavy floods swumjied tlie pearl fishing business 
at the height of,tlie season. There are many pearl 
fishers along White River, which is |ieculiarly rich 
in |N*arl bearing mussels, and they knocked off 
business because of the liigh water. Not so Win- 
ston. He employed twenty or thirty little negro 
lioys, who row(*d out in Isiats and dived fur mussels. 

As a result Winston sold 91,000 worth of mussels 
to button manufaeturets and $9,000 worth of pearls, 
in addition to one fine gem of splendid luster 
weighing 126 grains, for which lie re«.-elved 92,7(10. 

Winston began pearly fishing thi|e« years ago. 



He started out with a flat-bottom boat and a pair 
of tongs with liandles ten feet long. The mussels 
he fished up with his tongs he cooked in a sheet 
iron lioiler to enable him to extract tlie meat easily 
and U‘uve tlie s1m*11s smooth and clean. 

That year he sold fifty tons of. pearl shells to 
button factories and found 120 (learls. The larger 
and finer of tli(*se he disposed of for $3,580. With 
the smaller ones his wife bi'gan a eolleetion for a 
necklace. 

The next year Winston hired several helpers and 
cleaned up $7,000, in addition to 200 small but 
lieuutiful iiearls which were added to his wife’s 
collection. 

This year, in addition to the $12,000 he made 
from his fishing, he found enough pearls to eom- 
lilete his wife’s iieeklaee, which is now valued at 
$6,000. It' is composed of 500 ]iearls in seven 
strands und ranging from the size of a pinliead to 
five magnificent gems weighing forty grains each.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

CHICAGO. 111., August 12. — Weather forecast: 
Illinois — Thundershowers probably tonight and 
Wednesday, except fair In soutlieast portion to- 
night; warmer tonight except near I.,ake Michigan; 
cooler Wednesday afternoon. General forecast— The 
western distiirbaiioe will move eastward dnring the 
next thirty-six hours, attended by thundershowers 
from the eastern portion of the plains states' east- 
ward. The tertiiernture will 'be higher tonight in 
portions of the middle states, while cooler weather 
will overspread the plains states and the northwest 
tonight and tlie eastern and southern portions of the 
district Wednesday. 

WASHINGTON, D. C„ August 12.— Describing 
the league of nations as a “deforme<l experiment 
u|Kin a noble purpose,” Senator Lodge of Massa- 
clinsetts, chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee and Republican leader of the Senate, de- 
clare<l in a Senate speech to<lay that there were 
features of the league covenant which “as an Ameri- 
can” he never tould accept. <’r»‘atlng not a league 
of peace, but an alliance embracing many “pro- 
visions for war.” the covenant in its present form, 
be asserted, would kill the Monroe do<-trine, nullify 
any itosKibility of withdrawal from membership, 
impair the sovereign power of deciding domestic 
questions and “plunge the Unlte<l States into every 
controversy and conflict on the face of the globe.” 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 12.— The packers 
have destroyed the law of supply and demand 
through their immense cold storage facilities and 
control of food pnwlucts and fee<ls. Senator Mc- 
Kelhir of Tennessee stated this afternoon before 
the house agricultural <-ommlttee while advocating 
favorable action on his bill to regulate storage. 
“Packers’ interests will move heaven and earth to 
prevent pasage of this bill,” lie declared. “The 
packers have been wonderfully suc<-essfiil in the 
past in preventing legislation of which they did 
not apiirove.” 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 12.— The actual 
dcniolsdizsitloii of the American army, in so fur as 
tlie combatant troops are concerned, will be practi- 
cally completed by the last of ttetober. Secretary 
of War Baker announced today. The annulling of 
war time prohibition, designed only to last through 
the period of demobilization, will therefore b<‘ en- 
tirely wit{iin the province of President Wilson be- 
fore November 1, it was thought among officials 
here. This is the most definite statement that has 
.vet come from the secretary of war as to when com- 
plete demobilisation may be expected. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 12.— A. B. Gar- 
retson. former lieail of the Onler of Railway Uon- 
diictors, tolil the house Interstate <-omniittee toilay 
that operating officials in charge of railroads dnring 
government control were actuated by tlie one desire 
of demonstrating that government ojviiership was 
not liest for the country. Exactly the same operat- 
ing force tliat built up a great surplus before the 
war created a big deficit, Garretson said.

. HUNTING, FISHING AND SPORT 

Prof. Frank Clarke of the United States geological 
survey estimates the age of the ocean at approxi- 
mately 90.000,000 years. 

Three tuna, weighing seventy, seventy-five amt 
eighty pounds respectively, were taken last week at 
Avalon. Ual., by Lee A. Phillips in addition to fif- 
teen albicore averaging twenty-five pcninds each. 

Washington led the states of the Union in tront- 
hatching last year, acc-ordiug to official figures 
compiled hy L. H. Darwin, state fish and game 
warden. During the fiscal year of 1918 the tots I 
hatch of the trout hatcheries was 20.239,507. This 
was an inc;rease of twenty- five per cent over 1917. 

Fishermen in the vicinity of Two Harbors. Minn., 
are making, good trout c-atclies in Lake Sii|ierior. 
One party made a catch of fifty pounds of trout in 
one evening’s fishing. The average weight of the 
fish is from two to three poiiiicis. but some have been 
caught which tipped the scales at fifteen and 
twenty pounds. 

At the Home of Rest for Horses, Westcroft Farm, 
Cricklewood, near London, England, tliere has Just 
been rec-eivecl an extraordinar.v old war horse, 
San Toy, aged twenty-eight. It had served through 
the South African and the rec*ent war without 
missing a day’s duty. By the kindness of tliree 
women it was to end its days there. 

Tlie Enroiiean bison (an enlarged American buf- 
falo) has been exterminated in Russian Poland 
by the Bolshevist torches. Before the Bolshevists 
overran this war torn country there were 180 bison 
at Spal and eighty at Pilavin, every one said to 
weigh in tlie neighborhood of 2,000 pounds. These 
fine animals were slain to make a feast for the fol- 
lowers of Lenine and Trotsky. 

An expert angler of Denver, Colo., reofiitly 
landed a rainbow trout which was thirty -two inches 
long and weighed eight and three-fourths pounds. 
The catch was made in the Middle Boulder Creek 
under tlie bridge in the town of Nederland, near 
Boulder, Colo. The big trout, conceded to be the 
finest catch of the 1919 season in that section, is 
thought to have escaped from the Nederland reser- 
voir. The fish ought to have weighed fiften iiouiids 
or more, hut tlie stream in which it was caught is 
sliallow and does not liave enough fooil to nourish 
such a big fish. Tlie trout was thin.
